GENERAL LEE’S METHODS 


New leadership with tact- 
ful but firm methods, gave 
hopes of driving the cnemy 
farther away from  Rich- 
mond following the Battle 
of Seven Pines on May 3i- 
June 1, 1862. To replace 
General Jcseph E, Johnston, 
twice wounded in the bat 
ile, General Robert — Lee 
became commander of the 
Confederate Army of North- 
ern Virginia. 

In the effort to divert the 
war from the capitat city, 
General Lee maintained that 
the Commander - in - Chief 
President Jefferson Davis, 
should at all times be kept 
informed of military plans 
and happenings, He used 
experience as advisor to 
President Davis to clear up 
any misunderstandines and 
to strengthen cooperation. 

Regardig his own wounds 
and his belief in his sueces- 
sor, Johnstcn had this to 
say: “No sid! The shot that 
struck me down is the very 
best that has been fired for 
the Southern cause yer. For 
I possess in no degree the 
confidence of our govern- 
ment, and new they have in 
my place one who doses pes 
sess it and who can acconi- 
plish what I never couid 
nave done—the concentra- 
tion of our armies for the 
sefense of the Capital of the 
Confederacy.” 

After recovery from his 
wounds, Johnston was plac- 
ed in command in the West 
ir the fall of 1862. Now, as 
before, his disputes with 
President Davis were con- 
tinued. 

Throughout the war, Lee 
served in the command to 
which he was appointed. He 
successfully defended Fich 
mond, earned the high re- 
eard of his soldiers and su 
periors, and pushed rapidly 
north away from Richmond
